The 
Shamrock is unquestionably the 
ablest yacht ever brought across 
the Atlantic to win back the oue- 
hundred guinea cup which the 
Americans brought over 48 years 
ago. The next attempt will come 
off to-morrow. 


From the returns of Insurance 
Commissioner Carr it is learned

Dam Across the Niie. 

Less than 350 miles northwest 
from Mount Siuai, to which the 
Lord descended in a fire and said: 
“Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy,” some months ago 
Queen Victoria's third son, the 
Dukeof Connaught laid the mor- 
tarJon the foundation stone for 
the greatest work Egypt has ever 
seen since the Pyramids were 
built. The structure thus begun is 
the dam across the N ile at Assouan 
and it is to be the biggest thing of 
the kind in the world. Compara¬ 
tively little has been said about 
the wonderful work now going on 
at Assouan as fast as 5000 work¬ 
men and an army of engineers can 
push it, because tbe scene of oper¬ 
ations is so far away from the 
newspapers. It is 600 miles south 
from Alexandria and twenty-four 
hours’journey by rail from Cairo. 
Hence it has uot been generally 
realized that the purpose of this 
clam is to turn 2,500 square miles 
of Egypt—a district more than 
half the size of the Estate of Con¬ 
necticut—from a desert into a 
garden so fertile that three crops a 
year can be raised upon it. Egypt’s 
productive capacity will be in¬ 
creased one-fourth, and it is said 
that her output of raw sugar will 
be at least doubled. 

Lord Roseberry, who Is some¬ 
what giveu to epigram, once ob¬ 
served L that “the Nile is -Egypi, 
and Egypt is the Nile.” The part 
of the country which has been 
able to keep its irrigation canals 
filled from the river has been 
phenomenally productive, and the 
rest of it has been more or less a 
desert, according to how much help 
it could get at odd. times from 
Father .Nile. The work of the new 
dam will be to score up the water 
from the flood season and distri¬ 
bute it for irrigation in new terri¬ 
tory to build up a new Egypt. 
The dam will he a mile and a 
quarter long, and will rise straight 
up 300 feet from the bed of the 
river, creating at its back a lake 
of 144 miles long aud, in the flood 
season, 66 feet deeper than uature 
intended. It is estimated that the 
reservoir thus created will hold 
1,000,000,000 tons of water. There 
is one feature of this vast enter¬ 
prise that will break the heart of 
the archeologist, for it seems to be 
certain that this practical enter¬ 
prise is going to spoil the ruins of 
the temple of Philae, which stand 
on a tiny island in the river just 
above the dam, and within sight 
of it. The suggestion has been 
made that the temples be taken 
apart, stone by stone, and rebuilt 
near Cairo, where they would he 
handy for the tourist, but that 
would be about as great a desecra¬ 
tion as to leave them where they 
are. The plans for the dam call 
for an imposing structure, which 
is to serve also as a bridge, under¬ 
neath whose carriage road the 
water will pass through the sluices. 
A chain of halt a dozen locks at 
one end of the dam will provide 
for the increasing river traffic. 

The dam will be built of the red 
granite that juts out in the little 
islands about which the Nile roars 
aud tumbles down the first rapids 
just below the dam. It Will cost 
somewhere near $10,000,000, and 
46,000,000 more are to be spent in 
cutting canals and drains leading 
from the artificial lake. It is es¬ 
timated that the work will in 
crease the value of land in Egypt 
$230,000,000 and the total value of 
the crops $63,000,000, so it is a pay¬ 
ing investment, so fat as actual 
dollars and cents are concerned.

California Letter. 

Editor of the News : 

Your correspondent’s account of 
a trip to Old Gray hi ue berrying, 
Aug. 16, reminds the visitor of a 
semi-seiontific and pleasure ex¬ 
cursion to Old Gray many years 
back in the early fifties, by a trio 
of eminent profession, doctors, 
who sometime^ since passed over, 
but are still well remembered by 
many of your readers. 

This trip occurred during one of 
my vacations home to Bethel, the 
party being composed of my friend 
Doctor Lapharn, through whose 
courtesy I was a member, Dr, 
True, and Dr. Looko of Cincinnati, 
then on a visit to the old Locke 
homestead, and for whom the 
party was arranged. 

The ascent was made from the 
rear or north side of the moun¬ 
tain, that being the easiest of ac¬ 
cess, leaving our team at a small 
farm house owned by a man by 
tbe of Barker, from whom the 
mountain sometimes took its 
name, Barker mountain. 

The toilsome part of the ascent 
was greatly lightened by a friend¬ 
ly rivalry between the three pro¬ 
fessors, giving the names common 
and botanical, of the wild flowers, 1 ■ 
grapes, shrubs and trees met w r ith 
on the trail. 

Doctor Lapham’s studies in this 
line being of recent date enabled 
him to more than hold his own 
with the older professors. 

They made short work of the de¬ 
ciduous trees, the willows, poplars 
and birches, but when we came to 
the Conifers, the firs, spruce and 
pines, the contest became interest¬ 
ing. 

I had heretofore erroneously sup¬ 
posed that the study of botany 
was a feminine accomplishment, 
but since this practical lesson in 
the field, it seems to line up with 
the first of studies. 

After passing the timber line, 
well up among the rocks, the sub¬ 
ject changed to mineralogy, and 
then it was that Doctor True took 
the lead, pointing out the finer 
specimens of mica,quartz, feldspar 
and granite, etc. 

As we approached the top, eyes 
still bent upon the rocks, Dr. 
Locke called atteution to the num¬ 
erous indications ,of the glacial 
period, the granite floor polished 
by the moving ice, and also many 
well defined specimens of the dilu¬ 
vial scratches, grooves in the face 
of the rock; a boulder dragged by 
the moving ice had plowed its way 
leaving a well polished furrow 
across the granite floor. 

I have seen since,more extensive 
glacial works in and about the 
Yoseinite valley; hut rarely have 
I met anything more clearly de¬ 
fined thau that which we found on 
the naked top of Old Gray. 

“Where is that boulder now sup¬ 
pose?” asked Dr. True. 

“Oh, away down in the valley 
there, pointing in the line of the 
drift, dropped out by the melting 
ice. You will fiud plenty of them 
with one side nicely polished.” 

“Yes, yes I have found them 
everywhere; there is hardly a big 
boulder iu the valley or a rod of 
stoue wall, as for that, that does 
uot exhibit specimens of an ice 
polished face.” 

A few steps more and we found 
ourselves standing upon the over¬ 
looking brow of tbe mountain, and 
we stood there in silent wonder 
and admiration; the grand amphi 
theater of the vailey spread out 
before us; the trailing Androscog¬ 
gin and the nestling villages, to 
the cultivated farms and restful 
homes we all knew so w i ell- 

Dr. Locke was the first- to break 
the silence. “There is no place in 
all the world,” he said, “ that is so 
confounding to the atheist, ot so 
belittling to puny man, as the 
beauty and grandeur of such a 
spectacle, the wonders of crea¬ 
tion and the Creator,” 

“Yes,” said Dr* True, “Satan 
evidently knew his strongest point 
of attack When he led Christ Up 
the mountain, before making his 
last bid for a worshipper. 

The day was very propitious, 
one of early autumn’s bright and 
sunny, and we enjoyed the ample 
lunch provided by my ever 
thoughtful mother; and then we 
lounged, communing silently with 
ourselves, and the elevating at¬ 
tending spirits. 

Do those blueberry pickers ever 
take time to meditate, or see the 
.wonderful record of the ice im¬ 
printed there ou Old Gray’s back? 

I mu-t not forget the discovery 
of a fine vertical vein of quartz, 6 
or 8 inches Wide, across the bald 


top of the mountain, a fissure like 
in the solid granite, filled with 
beautiful semi-transparent quartz, 
Having no hammer we vainly 
tried to secure a specimen. Such a 
well defined quartz lead would be 
carefully prospected anywhere iu 
the West. They run 2 or 3 feet 
wide sometimes, and occasionally 
very rich in gold. 

I have often wondered if my 
playmate of the old ferry, Charles 
Mason, later an experienced miner, 
whom I believe prospected the 
mountains in the vicinity of Beth¬ 
el, on one of his late visits home 
found the “True” quartz vein on 
the top of old Gray. 

Our return tramp down the 
mountain was leisurely taken 
without incident, and we returned 
to town well pleased with our¬ 
selves and each other, and with 
two interesting and instructive 
lessons of the day. 

While in these later years I have 
met with very many extensive 
mountain views in the high 
Sierras, none of them are so well 
remembered as that from the top 
of Old Gray, now quite fifty years 
ago. 

Late improvements in your 
paper are very creditable, and in¬ 
dicate greater prosperity in the 
old town.

Is There Any Danger? 

If laws are needed and are of 
any value they should be obeyed, 
and if violated, the penalty should 
be inflicted. Among the greatest 
law-breakers in our land are thoSe 
who are filliag offices of trust. 
They violate law and perjure 
themselves every time they refuse 
to enforce the law that is being 
violated. They thus set the ex¬ 
ample of law violation, which 
leads the rabble on to more daring 
outbreaks, and tbe Hay Market 
riot of Chicago and other similar 
deeds are the results. 

A spirit of indifference in regard 
to the enforcement of law seems to 
have taken possession of all classes 
and conditions of people. There 
are many who say, “It is too bad 
the way our laws are being violat¬ 
ed on every liana,” but when they 
are asked to do someihing in the 
matter of law enforcement their 
ardor is cooled at once, and they 
continue to pursue the even tenor 
of their ways and let the law 
breakers reign supreme. 

This state of things is fraught 
with danger to our government. 
We have not passed the experi¬ 
mental stage in our national life. 
Other republics have gone down as 
the result of factors that are now 
prominent in our governmental 
life. We have no ground to hope 
that we can succeed where others 
have failed. 

Mr. Warneford Moffat, writing 
concerning America’s future, says: 
‘A feeling of doubt is growing 
among thoughtful people concern¬ 
ing the future of the nation. It is 
felt that democracy in its truest 
principle is not fulfilling the ex¬ 
pectation of its early years. Its 
cosmopolitan characteristic—tin- 
good of the people—Is losing itsell 
iu the parochial idea of the good 
of a particular people according to 
their voting capacity, and a cor- 
resxiondiug selfishness is permeat¬ 
ing society, which must rob the in¬ 
dividual of generous instiucts.” 

“I have had some little exper¬ 
ience of agitation in the Old 
World,” says W. T. Stead, “aud I 
must say that I have never seen a 
conditioh of things in an English 
speaking land where the signs 
point so unmistakably to change 
(as in America) and it may be a 
violent change.” 

Hon. Benjamin Butterworth de 
dares that “those vTho are too 
blind to read that our country is 
threatened with trouble, that 
mighty events are approaching 
aud that important problems are 
to bo solved, do not judge wisely 
of the signs of the times.” 

This threatened catastrophe may 
be averted if the Christian voters 
will withhold their votes from each 
and eVery candidate for office, from 
the president down, who is known 
to favor lawlessness in general, 
and the saloon interests in partic¬ 
ular, and vote for men—especially 
for local offices—who are commit¬ 
ted to law enforcement and civic 
righteousness.
